GOMPERS AS INTERPRETER. 
{BY DIRECT WIRD vO THE TIMES.: 
NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Samuel Gompers, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor, sent a long communication to 
the delegates of the Central Federated 
Union today, in which he explained 
the attitude of President Roosevelt on 
the eight-hour question, and also on 
the famous Miller case. In reference 
to the eight-hour work day in. the 
government service, the President said, 
according to Gompers, that his mind 
had not changed on that form of legis- 


lation since he had favored it as Gov- 


ernor of New York State, and that 
he was, therefore, favorable to the 
passage of a law on the subject. On 
the anti-injunction bill, the President 


said that .the subject would have his 


most careful and earnest attention. 

Regarding the Miller case, President | 
Roosevelt said that in his previous 
decision, which was favorable to M- 
ler, he had nothing in mand but strict 
compliance with Federal and civil 
service laws; that he recognized t? 
difference between employment by 
government circumscribed by those 
laws and any other form of employ- 
ment, and that his decision in the 
Miller case should not be understood 
to have any other effect or influence 
than as affecting direct employment 
by the government in accordance 
therewith.

of outside the ‘scientist’ ranks. I am 
not sure that I know what Christian 
Science is, though I have become ac- 
quainted with its strange results. We 
are sometimes told that Christian Sci- 
ence teaches morality, virtue, kindness, 
cheerfulness, etc. But these things 
have been taught for ages and are the 
common heritage of the church. Chris- 
tian Sciense is largely a bird of bor- 
rowed plumage. If you take away 
from it all that does not properly be- 
long to it, what have you left? Even 
its pantheism is borrowed of paganisin. 
You simply have nothing left but a 
denial, a negation. Now, a negation is 
nothing, and out of nothing nothing 
can come. The denial of sin, disease, 
death and devil, may well lead to the 
denial of Christian Science. However 
kindly disposed we may be to the ad- 
herents of that unbelief, as individuals, 
and I count many among my personal 
friends, yet I can consider only a dan- 
gerous delusion the theory that would 
reverse the words of our Savior and 
make our text read, ‘They that are 
whole, need not a physician, nor do 
they that are sick.“ 

When we consider that, the priests 
and Levites were the itary and 
health officers of Israel in the wilder- 
ness; that the prophetic office was af- 
ter medical as well as theological; 
that in our Savior's mission and com- 
mission the healing of the sick is as- 
sociated with the preaching of the gos- 

I: that the apostolic practice was 
* the practice of medicine, the 
question arises as to whether the com- 
plete divorcement of medicine and the- 
ology is not a serious departure from 
the Biblical ideal of the ministry. My 
decided conviction is that the prevail- 
ing theology of the day needs doctor- 
ing, and that medicine needs preaching. 
The value of that distinctly pastoral 
work, the visitation of the sick, can 
be greatly enhanced by a better under- 
standing with the physician, who some- 
times looks upon the pastor as an en- 
emy or an interloper. The conditions 
of both the ministerial and the medical 
professions at the present time call 
loudly for a more cordial and frater- 
nal codperation. 

“Medical missionaries seem to me 


join hands in the sacred cause of 
health and holiness, then the world will 
see, in the light of the millennial dawn 
the dual incarnation of him who said,

ALKALI AND IRRIGATION. 


A PROBLEM ALREADY SOLVED BY 
(SPEUIALLY CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES. } 
A recent interview published in a 


number of papers to the effect tha: 
sooner or later the alkali problem will 


| fesut in the undoing of the West is a 


statement which has alarmed many 
persons who are fearful that the gov- 
ernment in embarking upon irrigation 
development is launching into an un- 
known and dangerous enterprise. A 
“well known scientist,” too modest, 
however, to allow the use of his name, 
States in an interview at Washington 
that “genuine arid countries are al- 
ways ruined sooner or later by irriga- 
tion. Pe ntly successful irriga- 
tion is possible only in what we call 
humid or semi-humid regions, where 
the drainage is natural from clouds to 
sea. . . . When the water from irri- 
gation soaks down a few feet into the 
surface soil and then slowly by capil- 
lary action rises to the surface and is 
evaporated, it lifts with it the salts, 
and there follows an increase of salis 
or alkali near the surface. The 
roots of most crops hug the up- 
per few inches of soil where the alkali 
accumulates and in time kills them. 

“Science will have a great problem 
before it,” he continues. “when the 
arid regions have, by short-sighted 
booming, been filled up with a poula- 
tion which will finally. discover that 
what at first seems to be a most suc- 
cessful process of farming is a delu- 
sion. Thousands of fine farms 
have been abandoned because of alkali‘ 
‘rising’ in the soil. Thousands more 
will be abandoned in the same way, 
and unlike the abandoned farms of New 
England, they will never be sought 
again by any one desiring to get back 
to Mother Earth. Babyion fell by the 
alkalization of Mesopotamia. The val- 
ley of the Nilé has escaped because 
there takes place there every year a 
thorough tlooding, which washes down 
through the lowest depths of the soil 
and cleans it of all saits that are ob- 
noxious. There are few plages in our 
Western country where this can be 
secured. ... Unless some remedy is 
discovered for removing alkali the re- 
sult is disastrous in the end, it 
inevitably comes soon or late.” 

A more misleading interview was 
probably never printed. And it con- 
tains enough basis in fact to make it 
appear highly plausible. 

Alkali there is throughout the West, 
in many places in such large pjopor- 
tions as to cause alarm and fear for the 
future of irrigation, until it was dis- 
covered that the trouble yielded easily 
to simple treatment. science has al- 
ready solved the problem and the 
growing population of the arid region 
will have no such discovery to make 
as the anonymous Washington scientist 


predicts. 
“Who is the man who made the state- 
ment?” said Secretary Wilson, when 
the matter was called to his attention. 
„Didn't give his name? Well, he must 
have something of lack of confidence 
in his ability to back up his statements. 
There is nothing in them. The Soils 
Bureau of this department has been 
studying the a i problem in the 
West for years, and our experiments 
have shown that ordinary under-drain- 
age, coupled with irrigation flooding, 
will reclaim the worst alkali lands. 
Theoretically this has been known for 
a long time, but we have gone to work 
in a number of instances in Utah, Cal- 
ifornia, Arizona and other Western 
points and have practically demon- 
strated the proposition. The depart- 
ment scientists have studied our alkali 
conditions of typical irrigated districts 
covering over ree million acres of 

land.“ 


As a matter of fact the valley of 
the Nile has not escaped alkalization. 
Large tracts have been abandoned for

tion. Lake Abukir, situated near the 
Nile delta, is an old bed of 25,000 acres 
lying three or four feet below sea level. 
Before reclamation commenced it was 
a dry salt plain in summer, upon which 
absolutely nothing would grow, and in 
winter was covered with a few inches 
of strong alkali water. Today one sees 
creen fields, luxuriant crops of cotton, 
corn, clover and grass upon this once 
barren desert. The reclaimed land is 
worth from $200 to $300 an acre. In an- 
other region of the lower Nile delta 
Mr. Means found 123,000 acres undergo- 
ing a system of canalization, flooding | 5 
and wash out the excess of alkaline 
salts.

Hansen tract has shown the process 
simple, practical and cheap. Nor is 
there any waste of water in this proc- 
eas. On this tract an ample supply of 
water is flooded over the land, and 
crops planted, The water descending 
into the soll dissolves large quantities 
of alkali near the surface and carries 
it off in solution, but not in sufficient 
quantities, however, to vent the 
drainage water being n used for 
irrigation on lower levels. In his re- 

ot this Fresno demonstration Mr. 
says: 

“Land so tiled even if badly alkaline 
can be returned to profitable cultiva- 
tion in six months if heavily irrigated, 
and within one year can be used for 
the production of any crop suited to 
the climate.” 

At the recent Irrigation Congress at 
Ogden Mr. Means delivered an address 
on this subject in which he said that 
the results of the government's work 
“clearly show that the large areas of 
alkali land in the West can be re- 
claimed at a cost far below the actual 
increase in the value of the land, and 
that those lands injuréd by seepage 
water can be returned to fertility, and 
the danger of the rise of alkali entire- 
ly obviated. It is thought that the 
time will soon come when drainage will 
be as common in the irrigated dis 
as are the tile-drained fields of 
Middle West.“ 

The alleged Washington scientist 
states that he has “seen water from 
Salt River, Arizona, show 157 parts 
of soluble salts in 100,000 parts of wa- 
ter acutely dangerous to plant growth.” 

The Division of Soils last July issued 
a pamphlet showing that the Algerian 
Arabs are growing figs, pomegranates, 
melons, tomatoes, cabbage and other 
plants sensitive to alkali by using ir- 
rigation water which contains from 400 
to 800 parts of soluble salts in each

TIME CONTRACTS. 


— 


Northern Oil on the Upward Move. 
Product of Coalinga Field Finding Fa- 
vor in Arizona—Whittier and Fuller- 
ton Oil Coming Here. 


When the sun shines it is a pretty 
good season in which.to consider the 
fuel problem. At least, that is what 


fuel believe, and judging from the 
strenuous manner in which they are 
seeking large quantities of oil on time 
contracts there are other reasons why 
they consider this the time to buy. 

Rumors have been current in the Io- 
ech market for some time past to the 
effect that Southern California fuel vil 
is surely slated for an advance. The 
seems to be good ground for this idea. 
A growing demand for fuel of! is ti 
apparent, both in the local market and 
in the markets of the North. 

With the approach of the rainy sea- 
gon jobbers expect a falling-off |... ine 
outside demand for irrigation plants, 
and the sugar refineries will not re- 
quire the large amount of oil they use 
each month. This was, however, wi! 
be more than evened up by the la- 
creased local consumption. The light- 
ing company, the local railway conipa- 
nies and the hotels will consume more 
fuel oil than ever before. This oil will 
le obtained mostly from Whittier an 


the local fleld, although net a little 


will be taken from Fullerton. 

Some of these large local consumers, 
including manufacturing concerns, 
have contracts to renew, and it his 
taken but little investigation to dis- 
cover that they cannot hope to obtair. 
oil on time contracts as cheaply as wus 
possible a few months ago. [t's a 
case of dig. 

“The price of local fuel oil will al- 
ways be governed by the selling price 
of northern on, said a jobber y<s- 
terday. Loca producers apprec...ie 
that and that is why ioca! oil has for 
months sold for less than it could have 
brought under different circumstances. 
In almost every metance local con- 
sumers are wWiiling io pay more for 
their fuel that it is now costing them. 
That is, they would do it if they could 
not buy it cheaper. But the northern 
product has always stood in the way 
of any material increase. It has been 
a case of northern prices with trans- 
portation costs added, and when local 
oil is offered at that figure it is always 
taken in preference to the northern 
oll, but when more is asked the north- 
ern oil finds its way here, but never in 
large quantities 

Local oil is selling in the home mar- 
ket between 70 and 75 cents a barrel, 
and this represents the cost of 
northern oil in the field with transpor- 
tation rates added. As the large pro- 
ducers in the north are having some 
difficulty in keeping up with their con- 
tracts the impression prevails that be- 
fore long northern oii will register an- 
other advance, and if so home oll win 
be caught in the upward movement. 

Since the opening up of the Coalinga 
field with better transportation facili- 
ties much of that light product is being 
marketed in the southern end of the 
State and in Arizona, where it is found 
to be most excellent fuel. 

AFFAIRS OF HOME OIL. 

The Home Oil Company of Coalinga 
appears to be going down hill. The 
stock that was selling readily at $3.20 
five weeks ago and which was consid- 
ered a good investment at that figure, 
dropped down below $1 within a few 
weeks. Then the management was 
changed, some of the stockholders took 
heart and an effort was made to save 
the company from ruin. The shares 
again went up on the board and 
brought as high as $1.27%. But it was 
an unavailing struggie, for within the 
past few days the value of the shares 
has steadily declined. Nearly four 
thousand shares were disposed of Fri- 
day in San Francisco, the top figure 
being 90 cents.

Supreme Court Affirms Judgment 
for Prof. Hancock and Miss Polk. 
Agreement of One School Body Must 

Be Fulfilled by Successor. 


SANTA BARBARA, Oct. Ii. Word 
his just beeen received that the State 
Supreme Court has decided the case of 
John 0. Hancock, formerly principal 
of the Santa Barbara High School, 
Against the City Board of Education. 
Tae case is of great interest to all 
school boards of California. 

Har cock was diemissed by the Board 
of Education, which succeeded the 
High School board. when the latter 
body was legisiated out of existence. 
Hancock, who had served only a few 
months, declined to accept the order 
of d@ismiseal, exhibiting a written con- 
tract with the High School board to 
serve during one school year. The 
Board of Education refused to de 
bound by the contract, Hancock sub- 
sequentiy brought suit in the Superior 
Court for the unpaid balance of a 
‘years salary, amounting to $600, and 
ovtained judgmentfl An appeal was then 
taken by the city. Simultaneously an- 
other suit was brought by Miss Mary 
A. Polk, a teacher in the High School, 
on identically the same grounds. This 
ait was tried with the same result, 
and the decision of the Supreme Court | 
covers both cases. 

The main point in the decision is 
that contracts entered into with teach- 
ere Dy one school board must be car- 
ried out by succeeding boards, and that 
salaries must be paid during the Hfe of 
the contract, except in cases where the 
service isn discontinued by mutual con- 
sent. The Hancock and Polk cases 


have been in the State courts for the 
three years.

“S¥ VENTURA PASTOR. 


ARE KILLING THE TOWN. 


Trustees are Scored for Non-En- 
forcement of Existing Liquor Laws 
and Women Members are Blamed 
fory Mingling with Liquor Men's 
Wives. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
VENTURA, Oct. A.- Rev. C. B. 
Rogers of the byterian Church 
preached a sensafional sermon this 
morning, in which he attacked munici- 
pal and social conditions in Ventura. 
He grilled the members of the Board 
of Town Trustees and held certain fem- 
inine church members to account for 
lending ir, presence to social func- 
tions promoted by the wives of saloon- 
keepers. 


town authorities in the following lan- 
guage. 

“The saloon has this town by the 
throat. Think of it, 2500 inhabitants 
here, sixteen licensed saloons and two 
more to be licensed next month, which 
will bring the number up to eighteen. 
Dare any man that pretends to seek 
the moral welfare of this community. 
say there is no harm in having eight- 
een saloons in our midst? It is quite 
evident that we have a town board 
that believes in a licensed saloon, and 
it ought to be equally clear to every 
good citizen in the community that iff. 
we want the saloon expelled from our 
midst we must select a board that will 
handle this curse without gloves. If 
the people want temperance laws they 
must elect to office men who believe 
thoroughly in temperance reform. 
“There is an ordinance prohibiting 
the sale of liquor after 11 o'clock at 
night. I find from looking at the re- 
ports of the night watchman for the 
past two months that this ordinance 
has been violated and liquor has been 
sold in several of these ‘saloons after 
that hour. The night watchman has re- 
rted these violations, but I don't 
nd the board has taken any action 
in the matter. Better have no law at 
all than to have a law and permit it 
to be broken with impunity. That only 
encourages lawbreaking. 

“Associated with the saloon business 
is gambling. This is wrecking the 
youth of this place. It is admitted that 
hundreds of dollars come into the cof- 
fers of saloonkeepers through these 
gambling devices known as nickelein- 
the-slot machines. All nor to the 
public press that has cal attention 
to this fearful evil. These machines 
have been branded as illegal all over 
the State. Four district attorneys have 
ordered their banishment from their 
counties, and there was nothing for 
their owners to do but obey. Here in 
Ventura they linger, waiting for some 
moral earthquake to come on and com- 
pel action. It seems as hard to get a 
reform in operation in this town as it 
is to get a new bath-house. 


ky kills people and kills cities. The 
saloon keeps away. from here people of | 
intelligence and decency. They won't 
plant their families in the midst of 
whisky and beer, and all their accom- 
panying ils, if they can get safe 
places for their children elsewhere. The 
galoon kills the intellectual, moral, 
spiritual and material growth and pros- 
perity of any community where it holds 
eway.

„our letter of October 5, asking 
my opinion as to this city being dead 
since the saloons were banished, has 
been received. In the first place, this 
statement is one always to be met 
with under the present circumé@tances, 
and is usually made by some one who 
‘knows nothing of the community of 
which the assertion is made. Such a 
statement is usually, therefore, no ar- 
gument, but the mouthing of ignor- 
ance. In the second place, this state- 
ment. so far as Santa Ana is con- 
cerned, is utterly false. This place is 
the liveliest corpse in Southern Call- 
fornia. There are more houses and 
buildings and public improvements 
under way, or planned, than ever be- 
fore in the history of Santa Ana. 
$100,000 worth of bonds for public 
works have just been voted. Four 
large blocks are now in course of erec- 
tio. Scarcely a house of any kind can 
be had for rent anywhere in this town, 
Not one foot of property has depreci- 
ated in value since the saloons have 
gone. Real estate sells higher, and 
every legitimate business is in healthy 
condition.’

Henry O. Linsel, a forlorn ranch la- 
borer, gave himself up to the officers 
in Pomona yesterday and confessed to 
making a desperate attempt to murder 
his wife in Los Angeles last Monday. 

For the past six days the man has 
rambled about on foot between Los 
Angejes and Pomona, skulking in the 
bushes by day and traveling by night 
to elude the officers, until yesterday in 
his wretchedness he gave himself up 
and confessed all. 4 

Linsel's wife was living apart from 
him, and her refusal to return to him 
prompted his attempt to shoot her. An- 
other man la gatxed'up in the case, Lin- 
sel alluding in his confession to one 
Sheppel as a party to his domestic woe. 

The warrant sworn to in Los Angeles 
by Mrs. Linsel charges him with as- 
sault to commit murder. If Linsel's 
skill had been such that, being in a 
room with a gun, he could hit one of 
the four walls, the charge would have 
been murder. 

Last Monday morning Linsel arrived 
in Los Angeles from the Orchard Dale 
ranch, near San Fernando, owned by 
John C. Wilson. He had been working 
there several months and his wife 
was a chambermaid in the lodging- 
house at No. 595 South Spring street. 
— differences caused the separa- 
tion. 

LAnsel inquired for his wife at 8 
o’clo¢k in the morning and was taken 
to her room. She did not welcome 
hubby with open arms. 


Linsel demanded that she return to 


him. She scorned the idea. Then he 
got foxy and pleaded: She would 
have none of him. He shifted to the 
other extreme and threatened. His 
wife showed him the door. 

Then the crazed husband drew a re- 
volver and fired. His wife clutched 
her breast and collapsed. Inexorable 
in his murderous fury, Linsel fired 
three more shots at the prostrate fig- 
ure, and having visions of wounds 
bubbling blood, fled precipitately down 
the stairs onto the street and away. 

The landlady and lodgers in the 
house rushed to Mrs. Linsel’s room 
after there was no danger of being 
hit by flying bullets, and found her 
gathering herself up from her swoon. 
No bullet had hit her.
